Homes, Asking American Pro- 
tection. Filipinos Deserting.

Manila, April S—The natives con- 


tinue returning- home, coming in all 
along the American line and many 
seeing the promises of good treatment 
fulfilled are inducing their relatives to 
return. General Otis has received a 
message from Admiral Dewey, extend- 
ing hearty congratulations on the most 
magnificent work of the army. Admiral 
Dewey says the American Philippine 
commission has now nearly completed 
its work and will discuss the situa- 
tion with the hope of a speedy restora- 
ation of peace. Brigadier General Har- 
rison Gray Otis sails for home on the 
Sherman today. It is believed the in- 
surrection has received a death blow. 
General Wheaton assumes command of 
the Otis brigade. 


t»en. Otis Encouraged. 


Washington. April 3—General Otis 


cables: "Present indications denote the 
insurgents' government is in a perilous 
condition. The army is defeated, dis- 
couraged and scattered. 
The insur- 


gents are returning to their homes in 
the cities and villages between here 
and North of Malolos, which our re- 
connoitering parties have reached, and 
desire protection from the Americans. 
The news from the Visayan islands 
gets more encouraging every day." 


\tra*hlngton Opinion. 


Washington, April 3—The war de- 


partment officials are pleased with the 
cheering dispatch from General Otis 
today. It contains a great deal of en- 
couragement to them and those who 
know General Otis well say he does not 
take roseate views of the situation un- 
less he has reason for it. It is argued 
at the department that the Filipinos 
have never been used to the kind of 
warfare the Americans 
have given 


them and for that reason they are 
now aware it will be impossible for 
them to accomplish anything by fight- 
ing. 


While there" is disappointment be- 


cause the movement to capture a large 
force of the Filipinos was not success- 
ful it is believed that the pressing of 
the insurgents steadily toward the 
north, capturing their capital and 
driving them from place to place, has 
had a very discouraging effect upon 
the natives who have been following 
Aguinaldo. ' It is evident by the 
reference which General Otis makes to 
the reconnoitering parties that he is 
having the country thoroughly covered 
and information which they are giving 
him is the basis of the dispatch re- 
ceived today. It is believed that deser- 
tations will soon deplete the army of 
Aguinaldo to little or nothing. It would 
not take long for an army of the kind [ 
he gathered to melt away and disap- 
pear in the mountains and jungles of 
Luzon. 


That portion of the dispatch relating 


to the Visayans refers to the opera- 
tions of which Iloilo is the base. The 
group includes Panay, Bohol, Cebu, 
Negros and others of less importance 
in the same vicinity. 
The; rebellion 


against the United States authority is 
not very serious in these islands, being 
stirred up by emissaries of Aguinaldo 
into Iloilo. The constant defeat of 
Aguinaldo's forces north of Manila no 
doubt had a depressing effect upon 
other insurrectionists. 


The Philippine Receipt*. 


Acting Secretary Meiklejohn today 


made a statement of the receipts in the 
Philippines since the Americans took 
charge, August 13. The total, includ- 
ing Iloilo and Cuba, is nearly $3,000,000. 
It is believed they would have been 
much larger if all the ports had been 
in the possession of the United States 
all the time. Commerce has been nec- 
essarily restricted.

Washington, March 1—It is believed

eral Otis will take measures to prevent 
anything of the kind, and no doubt will 
ascertain the number of the insurgents 
before making further advance in pur- 
suit of Aguinaldo and his fleeing army. 
It is evident that while General Otis re- 
ports everything "all quiet" he has had 
a part of his army active in reconnoiter- 
ing along the line of railroad by which 
he-has been advancing. 


Yesterday's advices from Manila say 


that the American troops under General 
MacArthur are still resting at Malolos, 
where everything is Quiet. Hostilitiei 
elsewhere— so far as officially reported- 
have been limited during the last 24 
hours to an occasional exchange of shots 
between, the insurgents and the troops 
forming the lines of Generals La-wton 
ami Hall, extending from the water- 
works to lalonia. But this shooting has 
been just acnve enough to make the lives 
of the soldiers a burden and to comipeJ 
the officers to sleep in trenches, clothed 
and in readiness to repel possible at- 


Most of the Americans are becoming 


convinced that the backbone of the in- 
surgent opposition is broken. There ar« 
numerous rumors pointing to an early 
collapse of the insurrection. One of these 
is that General Pio Del PUar, the best 
fighter among the Filipinos' officers, will 
desert Aguinaldo and give bis support to 
the Americans. 


The Spaniards, reasoning from their 


experience with the natives, refuse to be- 
lieve that the rebellkm is anywhere near 
put down. They declare that the Fili- 
pinos will not take their defeat at Malo- 
los with the loss of the city and the re- 
moval of their so-called government, 
seriously to heart. On the contrary the 
Spaniards predict Uiat the insurgents 
will hover near the American lines, 
bothering them as much as possible, and, 
when attacked In force, dissolve, only to 
reappear at other points. Thte sort of 
tactics— the Spaniards say— win be fol- 
lowed until the wet season compels tihe 
Amerio-ans to be housed in barracks, and 
then the Filipinos will return and re- 
occupy such towns as the United States 
troops do not garrison. 


With the next dry season a repetition 


of the present operation* will begin. 
Time alone will show how much there is 
in this theory; but, as against it, it must 
be borne in mind that the Spaniards in 
all their domination of the Philippines 
never gave the inhabitants a demonBtra- 
tion of power comparable in effectiveness 
to that given them by the United States. 
A priest and two members of the so- 
called Filipino congress, who hid them- 
selves in the woods during the fighting 
which preceded the capture of MsUolos, 
returned there yesterday and declared 
that 2000 of the Filipino soldiers were 
Snxious to give up fighting and would 
do so but for their officers, who keep 
them under arms. 


The whole country between Malolos 


and Caloocan is now full of friendliea, 
mostly women, children and old people, 
who are returning to their home*, carry- 
ing white flagv. The Americans are try- 
ing to gain the confidence of the inhabi- 
tants by proving to them that if they 
•will return and attend to their ordinary 
work peacefully, no harm will befall 
them. Two hundred an-d fifty civilians T 
came back to their homes in Malclus last 
evening. Two thousand woman, and 
children, with a sprinkling of unarmed 
men, 
supposed to be warrior*, came to 


the outskirts of Malolos on the sea side 
of the city and afterwards sneaked away, 
carrying all the goods they could. 


There has been no little good natures' 


rivalry as to which regiment— the First 
Montana or the Twentieth Kansas— is 
entitled to the'honor of having raised its 
flag first in M&lolo*. Colonel Funston 
and 20 men of company E, Kansas volun- 
teers, claim the distinction on the ground, 
is <iu eady cabled, of having entered th« 
town at double-quick and raised the 
company's flag, but the first flag to be 
revog nlzed officially was that of company 
6 «f the Montana infantry.

HOUSE DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


Incendiary Fire at Midnight Result! 


In Total Loss. 


The most disastrous flre that has oc- 


curred in this town In a Ions time hap- 
pened at an early hour Sunday morn- 
ing, when the large house on Hoxie 
avenue known as the old Sabln place, 
owned by Charles Mather and occupied 
by Mrs. G. F. Wood was totally de- 
stroyed. The fire broke out about mid- 
night and when discovered had gained 
good headway, although it was con- 
fined to the exterior of the rear part 
of the building, a porch being com- 
pletely enveloped in flames. It would 
therefore have been impossible for the 
flre to have started from other than 
an incendiary cause. 


The flre company responded quickly 


to the alarm, but the names, fanned by 
a brisk west wind, were beyond their 
control when they arrived upon the 
•cene, and the house was soon gutted. 
The loss on the building will reach 
?5,000, which is fully covered by in- 
surance. Mr. Mather was in New York 
city at the time of the fire. 


Mrs. Wood who occupied the house 


and kept a boarding house for Wil- 
liams students, is also protected by in- 
surance. 


The family was awakened by the 


•rnoke and Mrs. Wood sent her son to 
investigate. He discovered the flames 
in the rear of the house. 


The old house seemed to be doomed 


to be burned down. This is the second 
time the house has been on flre. The 
other time was about four years ago 
when this same house stood on Main 
street, where the new D. K. E. house 
now stands, but at that time the fire 
did not make such headway, as ten or 
twelve students roomed there at the 
time, who had not got fairly to sleep 
even at 3 o'clock in the morning, they 
doing as much as possible to keep the 
flre in check until the fire department 
got to work. After the fire of four years 
ago Mr. Mather bought the house and 
moved it to its present position on 
Hoxie street ,and built onto it, mak- 
ing it into a fine looking house. 


It is a singular coincidence that at 


both fires the piano was saved and 
both fires when the ground was icy and 
at an early hour in the morning, but 
at the first fire there was a touch of 
humor added to it. At the height of the 
fire, when the piano that had been 
moved onto the sidewalk, one student 
presided at the piano, whilst several 
others danced around with very little 
On but their night shirts.

Washington, April 3.—The last of the 


Interesting series of sketches of the 
Spanish-American war deals with the 
condition of the Spanish ships after th<> 
battle of Santiago. This portion of the 
sketch, written by Commander Jacobson 
of the German navy, contains a number 
of observations regarding the technical 
effect of our gun flre which will interest 
naval officers. . 


The most interesting observations to 


the laymen are those upon the strategy, 
or lack of it, displayed by Cervera. The 
Spanish admiral, having been ordered 
to leave the harbor to remove the main 
object of the attack upon Santiago, Com- 
mander Jaeobson says his position was 
most difficult. 
He did not dare make 


the attempt at night, and he decided to 
go out in broad daylight. 


"The whole crew," he says, "fell a vic- 


tim to this fatal decision. Instructions 
for the sortie and the western course 
were issued. The admiral was entirely 
convinced of the impossibility of defeat- 
ing the enemy or of reaching another 
Cuban harbor, even if he should succeed 
in steaming right through the hostile 
fleet. It is to this feeling of helplessness 
and impotence more than to anything 
else that I attribute the defeat. The 
Spanish ships had spent a month and a 
half in the harbor without even attempt- 
ing to attack the blockading fleet when 
a favorable opportunity presented itself,' 
or even of harrassing it. The two tor- 
pedo boat destroyers were not used for 
the purpose for which they were intend- 
ed. Tliis inactivity and lack of initiative 
must have had a very demoralizing ef- 
fect on the officers and men. If we add 
to this the certain knowledge that the 
opposing forces were much stronger it 
will be readily understood that the idea 
of general flight after conning out of the 
harbor entrance was the only acceptable 
one, especially in view of the possibility 
of beaching the ships, thereby rendering 
them unserviceable, and eventually res- 
cuing the crews. From the very mo- 
ment that this feeling of impotence took 
possession of the Spanish and led to th« 
above reflections, their fate,, psychologi- 
cally speaking, was sealed- • We do not 
mean to disparage their valor-and ten- 
acity in the midst of the hostile flre; but, 
on the other hand, it is quite natural 
that the admiral, seeing that everything 
was happening as he had foreseen, -was 
the one who set the example of running 
his ships ashore. All the other com- 
manders followed this example. 


"On the American ,side the situation 


was just the reverse. Admiral Samp- 
eon's fles-. was fully conscious of its 
power. The blockade was being con- 
ducted in accordance with carefully pre- 
pared plans, as ware also the arrange- 
ments.in case" of the enemy's attempt to 
esca.pe. Frequent engagements with the 
Spanish forts had given commanders 
and crews that calm assurance in the 
handling of their weapons which guar- 
antees success. The long blockade ser- 
vice, exhausting and monotonous, hard- 
ly interrupted by any action on the part 
of the Spanish,, had strung the nerves to 
the highest pitch, and everybody was 
anxious for the end to come. Suddenly 
the enemy attempts to escape. AH the 
•passions that had been smouldering un- 
der the ashes broke forth. The welcome 
opportunity for settling accounts with 
the enemy had come at last and with a 
wild rusK the American ships fell upon 
•their victims. At the 
beginning the 


American fire, owing to the excitement 
of the personnel and the great distances, 
was probably not very 
effective; but 


when the Spanish admiral turned to the 
westward and the other ships followed 
him, the moral superiority of the Ameri- 
cans reasserted itself. The commanders, 
calm and coolheadeol, had their ships 
follow the same course, and the Ameri- 
cana, having every advantage on their 
side, recommenced the fire on the fleeing 
Bhlps, which soon resulted In their total 
annihilation. 


"I have already spoken of the lack of 


training of the Spanish crews, the neg- 
lect of gun and torpedo target practice, 
th« inadequate education of the com- 
manders of the ships and torpedo boat 
destroyers. 
It is mainly due to these 


deficiencies that the defeat was hastened 
and that 1he American ships sustained 
so few losses. 


"The training of the engine personnel 


also was totally unreliable, which is 
not surprising in view of the fact that 
Spanish ships, as a rule, are not sent out 
on extensive cruises. 
The bottoms of 


the Spanish ships had not been cleaned 
for a long time, and as they had been 
lyins in Santiago harbor for a month 
and a half, they were considerably 
fouled. 
Thus the criusers 
Maria 


Teresa, Oquendo and Vizoaya, which in 
all official books are credited with 18.5 
V.nots speed, went into the battle with a 
Bpeed of from 10 to 12 knots at most, and 
the Cristobal Colon, which is the latest 
ship, and was to run 20 knots, hardly at- 
tnined a speed of 13.5. 
Under these 


circumstances, in every way unfavor- 
able for the Spanish, whose crews were 
insufficiently trained and physically and 
morally enervated by long inactivity, 
whose ships were inferior In number, 
speed and fighting efficiency. It Is no 
wonder that the victory of the Ameri- 
cans was easy and, paid for with in- 
oignificant sacrifices. 


"There was only one chance for the 


•uccess of the sortie. 
It should have 


been made at night in scattered forma- 
tion. 
After a personal investigation of 


the locality, it is my opinion that It is 
entnely practicable for a fleet to leave 
Santiago harbor at night. 
The wreck 


of thu Merrimau did not constitute an 
obstruction. 
It is true that Admiral 


Sampson's report on the night blockade 
states tha; the lightships were lying 
from one to two miles from Morro caatle, 
according to the atate of the atmosphere, 


and that they lighted up -the channel 
for half a mile inside, 
liven the best 


searchlight, however, does not reach 
farther than one mile. 
Therefore the 


Illumination could not have been very 
effective. 
Moreover, the shore batter- 


ies, by opening flre upon the lightships, 
could have compelled them to change 
their positions, but, strange to any, this 
was never done. The dark nights at th« 
time of the new moon, about the middle 
of June, would have been beat suited (or 
the enterprise. 


"If the Ileet did not Cars attempt n 


night sortie, and. was r,9terth«l«» com- 


pelled to leave the haTWfr la ofceaienea 
to orders, then the ships should have 
headed straight at the enemy. 
All 


weapons, including the torptdo and 
ram, should have txtan used. A bold at- 
tack In close formation was th* only 
chance of success against the superior 
hostile fighting forces, who would havt 
hardly found time to form their lints." 


The lessons Commander Jacobson de- 


flvea from the battle, briefly stated, are: 
Abolition of aN woodwork; no »npro- 
tectd torpedo tubes; protection for all 
gun crews against shell flre; smokeless 
powder; greatest possible rapidity of 
fire; good speed of vessels under normal 
conditions and thorough training of the 
crews in all branches of the service. 


Commander Jacobson also gives some 


of his observations of the Porto Rlcan 
campaign, but these contain nothing of 
special moment. 


PUMPING COAL 


A Tip Fo* •1A»»i»mb!y," 


Washington, April 3.—It is reiterated 


by two members of the cabinet that no 
consideration will be paid to any propo- 
sition for money for the Cuban army 
outside the $3,000,000 fund now awaiting 
their acceptance, and furthermore, it is 
hinted that if too much trouble and de- 
liberate delay occurs, preliminary to 
that amount being turned over to the 
Cubans, the $3,000,000 may be withdrawn 
and no payment of any sort made by this 
government on account of the Cuban 
troops. 
No proposition for an addi- 


tional sum will be considered in any 
form and the statement to that effect by 
Secretary Hay in the unofficial interview 
with the two delegates from the as- 
sembly will stand. 
It is also stated by 


cabinet officials that no attention will 
be paid to the project for authorizing1 a 
Cuban loan.

Concord, N. H., April 3.—The official 


report of the weather observer at St. 
Paul's school states that snow fell dur- 
ing- the month of March to the amount 
of 38 inches. The record of March has 
been exceeded but once in fhe last 50 
years. The dspth of snow at the end of 
the month is estimated at 28 inches. 
Sleighing has been good from Nov. 27, a 
peiiod of 125 days, and still continues, 
though the snow is now fast disappear- 
ing. 


Iron Miner* on Strike. 


Birmingham, Ala., April 3. —• Two 


thousand iron ore miners employed at 
Musdoda, Irossll, Redding, Wades Gap 
and Alice and the coal miners -working 
at Hargrove and BeUe Ellem, In Bibb 
county, are on strike.' TUia cause of the 
trouble is said to .be inaccuracy in the 
check system. The coal miners struck 
because the day laborers did not receive 
the advance accorded the miners on 
March 1.

Murphy, who was shot by George 
Dohexty during: a, quarrel at Bolton on 
Feb. 20, and who was brought to the hos- 
pital in thte city for treatment, died 
Saturday night.

Tfci Xed*ru W*7 of Tnkln* Oat tbe CMf* 


of ft Sunken C»u»lboat. 


The old way of recovering coal from 


• lonken oanalboat was to raise the 
boat, with the coal in it, to a point 
where tbe coal could be reached. Chaiui 
were worked under tbe auukon boat 
from pontoons moored alongside of it. 
At low tide tbe chains were made fast 
on tbe pontoons, which, rising with the 
tide, lifted tbe sunken boat clear of tbe 
bottom. At high water it was taken in- 
shore as far as possible, until it again 
grounded. This operation was repeated 
until the boat was brought to the sur- 
face. The new way, or, rather, the mod- 
ern way, is to pump the coal up from 
the boat, wherever it may lie, and then 
raise the boat, if it does trot raise itself. 
By this method the work is all done in 
very much less time and at very much 
less expense. 


The pump used has no pump valves. 


It is a centrifugal pump, tbe suction 
being produced by moans of a disk, with 
wings attached, turning at high speed 
within the pump shell, a circular cham- 
ber, to which tbe suction pipe is attach- 
ed. An eight inoh pump of this kind 
will pump grate or broken coal easily, 
and pump up a load of 800 tons in a 
day. It will raise coal from a boat 
sunk at any depth from 5 feet to SOO feet. 


The pnrnp and engine a^e installed 


on a wrecking boat, which is moored 
near the sunken boat. In this use the 
pump has a long flexible section of suc- 
tion pipe attached to it, and to that 
are attached the various additional 
lengths of pipe that may be required to 
reach down to the coal. This pipe is 
made of wrought iron, and it is made 
in sections of different lengths, so that 
it may be joined to make a pipe of 
any length desired. At each end of each 
length of iron pipe is a flanger. As 
lengths of pipe are joined, the flangers 
are bolted together, with a rubber gas- 
ket between, to make the jJnt tight. 
The flexible suction pipe is held out 
over the water and over the sunken boat 
from the wrecking boat by a gaff, and 
iron pipe is added to the needed depth. 
By means of the gaff the pipe may be 
raised and lowered as occasion may re- 
quire, as, for instance, to raise the low- 
er end of tbe suction pipe from cue part 
of the canalboat up and over a cross- 
beam connecting the sides, to be lower- 
ed into the coal in another part of the 
boat. 


When the pipe in all joined on, it is 


not at once lowered into the coal. The 
pump is first charged with water, which 
is done in an exceedingly brief time, 
and in a very simple manner by means 
of a siphon attached to the shell of the 
pump. When it has been charged, tbe 
pump is started and the lower end of 
the suction pipe is then lowered into 
the coal, and coal and water are pump- 
ed up together and thrown out through 
the pump's discharge pipe in a continu- 
ous stream. A boat to receive tbe coal 
is made fast alongside the wrecking 
boat, and the coal from the pump is 
discharged upon a screen set at an in- 
cline between the two boats. The water 
runs through the screen and the coal 
runs.on into the other boat. 


The suction pipe can be handled for 


the most part from the wrecking boat. 
If any handling under water is neces- 
sary, a diver goes down for that pur- 
pose, and it may be that the diver 
brings within the power of the pump's 
suction remnants of coal left in nooks 
and crannies which it might otherwise 
not have reached. When the boat has 
been emptied, if it is not too much 
damaged or water soaked or too firmly 
bedded in the mud, it will float of itself. 
If suction holds it to the bottom, it will 
rise when it has been started clear. 


Pumps of this kind are made of from 


2 to 60 inches in diameter.—New York 
Sun,

The vertical conductor he uses is the 


main feature of bis system, and be baa 
found that the distance to which signals 
may be sent varies according to the 
square of the length of this conductor. 
For signaling 18 miles he used a con- 
ductor 80 feet high, and in his applica- 
tion to M. Lockroy he contended that 
with a conductor 114 feet high he could 


1 establish communication between points 


on opposite sides of the strait of Dover 
and even go that distance ten miles bet- 
ter. 


His experiments have already proved 


i that when such a vertical wire, or con- 
ductor, is employed no hindrance to 
signaling is caused by hills or other ob- 
stacles or by the curvature of the earth. 
One of his most interesting and valu- 
able experiments was the installation 
fitted up last autumn between Osborne 
House, Isle of Wight, and the royal 
yacht on which the Prince of Wales 
was recnperating after his accident. 
This gave an opportunity to study the 
effect of intervening hills, and as the 
yacht moved about to various positions 
doubts were set at rest as to the possi- 
bility of 
telegraphing across long 


stretches of land. Communication be- 
tween lightships and shore is a matter 
of great importance, and the wireless

Signor Marconi is much the most 


successful experimenter among the 
many who have worked along the same 
line. He is now in bis twenty-sixth 
year. He is an Italian, and it was in 
Italy that he began this special work. 
The Italian government paid him a 
large figure for his invention to be used 
on warships. From Italy he went to 
England, and his success there has al- 
ready interested Emperor William, who 
has instructed German experts to ex- 
periment with the wireless system for 
the benefit of the German army and 
navy. 


Marconi recently, ia the course of a 


lecture on the system, illustrated its 
principle by likening it to that upon 
which a tuning fork will respond to 
vibrations caused by striking another 
tuning fork near it.—New York World.

Successful experiments with wireless 


telegraphy between tba South Foreland, 
county of Kent, England, and Boulogne- 
sur-Mer, Franse, were conducted re- 
cently by Signor Guglielmo Marconi, 
the inventor. 


The South Foreland is the meat east- 


erly land in England, consisting of a 


1 chalky cliff about SCO feet in height, 
projecting into the North sea and hav- 
ing two lighthouses with an elevation 


j of 872 feet. Signor Marconi, whose sys- 


tem of wireless telegraphy has been in

TO CURE A FELON. 


••w to Treat These Dangreroa« M* 


PaJnfal Bor««. 


A felon is a severe and usually 9 most 


nninfni inflammation of the end of the 
finger, more commonly either the thumb 
or index finger* of the right hand, for 
the reason that these are most exposed 
to the little wounds from which the 
trouble starts; but any of the flngera, 
or even one of the toes, may be'the seat 
of a felon. 


The inflammation starts generally 


from the prick of a pin or nepdle or 
from a scratch or cut, but often the 
wound is BO slight that no notice is 
taken of it nntil the finger begins to 
grow Bore. The soreness soon passes in- 
to actual pain, and this rapidly becdznes 
most intense >\nd throbbing, and some- 
times is felt all the way up the arm. 


It is worse when the hand JH allowed 


to hang clown. The ball of the finger is 
hot, red and swollen. At the same time 
the patient feels more or lees ill, is fe- 
verish, and has a headache and rapid 
pnlse. 


When the inflammation is deep seat- 


ed, pus collects beneath the periosteum, 
or membrane covering the bone, and 
this greatly increases the distress as 
well as the danger. If allowed to go on 
unrelieved, the inflammation may creep 
Dp the finger into the palm of the hand, 
and then the condition becomes a most 
cerious one. In almost any case when 
once pus has formed beneath the perios- 
teum more or less of the bone will die, 
leaving the end of the finger crippled or 
disfigured by a deep scar. 


When the treatment is begun very 


early, ^ is sometimes possible to cut 
short the inflammation by cold cloths 
applied continuously to the inflamed 
part. These must be frequently renew- 
ed, for if allowed to get warm they will 
act as poultices and rather hatsten sup- 
puration than arrest it. At the same 
time the arm should be kept in a sling, 
with the hand raised and resting on 
the chest. 


If the inflammation does not rapidly 


subside under this treatment, we must 
reverse it and try to bring matters to a 
head by means of poultices or wet 
cloths applied as hot as they can be 
borne and changed very often. 


The only thing to be done when pus 


baa formed is to cut the finger and let 
it out. This is painful enough for the 
instant, but it will prevent many days 
of acute suffering and all danger of 
severe inflammation of the hand and 
arm, with subsequent blood poisoning. 
—Youth's Companion.

We have found it necessary 
to regulate the affairs of bankrupts by 
a national bankruptcy law. The lack of 
national divorce law is a crying scan- 
dal to the country, and it is only a 
question of time when the American 
public will demand and ought to have a 
national law regulating the formation 
and inspection 
k>f corporations. We 


have various demagogic and 
thor- 


oughly impracticable national 
laws 


and bills against trusts and 'octopuses' 
absolutely inoperative and purely po- 
litical, but we have no national law 
which compels all corporations in all 
states to do business on the honest 
basis on which Massachusetts corpor- 
ations are founded. Consequently Mass- 
achusetts loses these corporations from 
her list of business, for other states are 
only too glad to offer in their state 
laws a temptation to organize, combi- 
nations bad as well as good, which are 
not only an encouragement to the %>- 
cialist, but a threat to the teveator.— 
Commercial Bulletin. 


A republican party has been formed 


in Porto Rico. Its founders want it 
understood that the name "republican" 
is used in its general sense, and has no 
relation to the party of that name in 
the United States. The spirit of the 
party is all right, which is proven by 
these abstracts from its platform: "W« 
indorse and commend the patriotic and 
true American spirit manifested by 
Hon. William McKinley, president of 
the United States, in releasing us from 
the misrule of Spain, and we pledge 
our faithfulness-to adhere to the prin- 
ciples of our new country and have for 
our aim harmony, unity and good gov- 
ernment, relying with confidence upon 
the hope of a speedy settlement of our 
national affairs. We" hail wth pride our 
annexation to the United States. We 
believe that the people of Porto Rico 
could be trusted with the civil gov- 
ernment of the island, but 
as that 


authority only emanates from the con- 
gress of the United States it is but 
our duty to wait their action and while 
under military government, awaiting 
action by congress, we desire that all 
civil offices should be filled by men 
capable, honest and of unquestionable 
loyalty to tho government of the 
United States and disposed to act 
singly for the best interest of this 
island and our common country, with- 
out distinction, thereby affording us an 
opportunity to demonstrate our fit- 
ness for self-government with all the 
burdens and responsibilities which it 
entails and which will hasten the day 
when our island will have a place 
among the states of our union." No 
doubt the Porto Ricans take this at- 
titude because they are not so enlight- 
ened as Washington Bolivar Aguinaldo 
and his assassinating, truce-dishonor- 
ing torch-applying horde. 


Mr. Marion Crawford, the novelist, 


thus describes Leo XIII in an article in 
the April Outlook:' "Notwithstanding 
a popular prophecy concerning the 
reigns -of the popes which predicted 
that he was to live at least 20 years 
after election, it was not generally ex- 
pected that he would have a long 
reign. People forgot the remarkable 
physical strength which had been his 
as a young man, and which was as 
much due to the vigorous stock from 
which he sprang as to the fact that he 
was born and bred in the healthy air

Before he was 70 he was already un- 
usually thin and transparently pale; 
but he was still perfectly erect; he had, 
I believe, never suffered any serious 
illness; he was still so active 
that 


younger men had difficulty in keeping 
pace with him when he walked, while 
he himself needed so little rest that 
he frequently ate his meals standing, 
by mouthful?, rather than wholly in- 
terrupt the writing ho was doing at 
another table; and he rarely if ever 
slept more that five hours during the 
night. He has the excessively bright 
eyes which generally denote one of 
three sorts of talent—military, finan- 
cial, or literary. Possibly he possesses 
something of all three, but his superi- 
ority as a man of letters and a 
financier cannot be questioned. His 
•peech Is unhesitating rather 
than 


fluent, impressive rather than persua- 
sive, and his manner Is at 
once 


authoritative and very formal. 
He 


neither invited confidence nor gives it 


easily; and yet nothing In his con- 
versation suggests the idea of a diplo- 
matic choice of truths, for if ba con- 
sents to speak on any subject at all, 
he treats it with the frankness of one 
willing that all should know his opinions) 
but also with the dignity of one who 
claims that all shall respect them, 
whether agreeing with him or not."

Buffalo Bill'a congress of rough riders 


appeared in Madison Square Garden, 
in New York, the other eight and were 
cheered as individuals and as a whole 
by an audience that filled every seat. 
The chief feature of the show was the 
reproduction of the gallant charge up 
San Juan hill in the Cuban campaign. 


Painted scenes formed the back- 


ground. The hill was real and all the 
surroundings accurate. 
The opening 


view was that of the United States 
troops in bivouac the nighf before the 
battle. The sun had just disappeared, 
and campfires were being lighted while 
the pack train bearing food and am-t 
munition was bsing unloaded. Sentries 
were posted, and many of the actora ac- 
tually paced their posts that night, 
vigilant Snd sleepless, as though as 
many Spanish enemies were in as close 
proximity as the enthusiastic audience 
that surrounded them. The well earned 
period of rest from the scorching march 
of the blistering day was enlivened by 
the same songs as on the history mak- 
ing evening last July, and as the last 
vocal notes died away "taps" was 
sounded by the bugles. The scene was 
suddenly changed. Daybreak approach- 
ed, bringing with it the deadly fire of 
the Spaniards. 


The formation for the charge was 


hastily but correctly arranged, as little 
groups of skirmishers spread ont like 
fans at the foot of the hill. The famous 
forks of the road and "Bloody Bend," 
where the wounded and even the hos- 
pital corps were fired on by Spanish 
sharpshooters, and the advantage de- 
rived from the smokelesa powder used 
in the Mauser cartridges were shown 
with acctfracy. 


The climax came when a figure clad 


in the canary yellow trimmed uniform 
of the rough riders dashed up the slope 
waving hia sword, despising the sing- 
ing bullets and calling on his men to 
follow. A real squad from the Ninth 
United States cavalry (colored) respond- 
ed, and amid the awful din and blind- 
ing, choking smoke, infantrymen, rough 
riders and even Indians, notwithstand- 
ing these were not in the cast, charged 
the summit of the hill and captured it 
while the artillery threw fiery shells 
that exploded in the ranks of the flying 
Spaniards. Enough applause was evoked 
by tbis to make the fortune and suc- 
cess of any show.—New York Press. 


MADE HIS SON PRAY DAILY. 


TOOK HIS OWN LIFE, 


Bear Admiral Carpenter Shot Himself 


In a Boston Sanitarium. 


Suffered Many Tears From 


Nervous Disorders. 


Had For Nearly Half a Century Been In 


Active Naval Service. 


Boston. April 3.—Rear Admiral C. C. 


Carpenter (retired) eoinmltted suicide in 
a sanitarium in tills city- Admiral Car- 
penter was called from the retired list 
to active duty, in charge of the navy 
yard at Portsmouth, N. H., during the 
war. while Commodore R«mey was on 
duty at Key West. 


Admiral Caraen.ter for the past six 


weeks was aa iiwnate of the Adams 
nervine asylum, in the Jamaica Plain 
district, and it was at that place that the 
unfortunate affair occurred. The detail« 
of his death, at the earnest request of 
his family, were withheld from the pub- 
lic, and while th« suicide took place 
Saturday morning, the medical exalm- 
iner, although reviewing the remains, 
has not made his report. As usual in 
such cases the police were notified, but 
even they were ke.pt from knowing of 
the affair until 24 hours after. 


For a number of years previous to his 


retirement Admiral Carpenter suffered 
severely from nervous disorders^ and 
soon after being released from service 
sought medical treatment. He had ap- 
parently recovered, but six weeks ago 
there came a relapse and he was again 
placed in the asylum. Again he seemed 
to improve, .and the family had consider- 
able hope that he would recover, but theii 
hopes were rudely shaken when they 
were notified that he had taken has own 
life. 


F. M. Slse of Portsmouth, a son-in- 


law of the admiral, who has been in this 
city for some time, carried the sad news 
•to his home in Portsmouth, and yester- 
day returned to make the necessary ar- 
rangements for the removal of the body 
to that city. 


Admiral Carpenter had a brilliant 


record, covering nearly half a century. 
The following briefly tells of his services: 


Midshipman, Oct. 1, 1850; lieutenant, 


Jan. 23, 185S; lieutenant commander, 
July 16,1862; served with honor through 
the Civil war, taking a prominent part 
in the three attacks on Charleston. 1863; 
Portsmouth navy yard, 1868-70; com- 
mander, March of 1869; North Atlantic 
squadron, 1875-76; Portsmouth 
navy 


yard again, 1878; captain. March25,1880-; 
Boston navy yard, 1880-82; commanded 
receiving ship Wabash, 1888-90; com- 
mander Portsmouth navy yard, 1890-94; 
commodore, May 15, 1893; rear admiral. 
Nov. 11, 1884; commander-m-chief of 
Asiatic squadron, 1894-95; retired, Feb. 
27, 1896; commanded encampment of 
Spanish prisoners.at Portsmouth, 1898.

Rev. James 
Lee, chaplain of the Ninth regiment, 
conducted the services and pronounced 
a most eloquent eulogy. Two squadb 
from companies A and n of the Ninth 
regiment, M. V. M., and 15 marines from 
the navy yard, acted as escorts. Fou: 
of the bodies were interred at the Holy 
Cross cmetery, and the others at Calvary. 


Two other military funerals of soldiers 


who died in Cuba were held in South 
Boston and Roxbury. 
The first was 


that of Artificer Leo J. Brady of com- 
pany C, Ninth Massachusetts, U. S. V., 
at his home on Dorchester street.

I remember well the day we all met 


at the adjutant's office to receive our 
portion of a big batch of recruits who 
arrived on the previous day.

of liberal nations and be permuted to 
have her own way in Turkey and China, 
just as England has bad hers ii Egypt 
and India. A liberal Russia, vvith her 
long cherished ambitions ouce satisfied, 
would be uot only the peace keeper of 
Europe, but also one of its most potent 
civilizing influences, equalling, perhaps 
surpassing -so gitted is ber people— the 
other nations m culture, humanity and 
righteousness 
Hut whether Russia is 


to bo blessed with a liberal czar or uot 
there is 110 reason to fear her supremacy 
If she remain coarsely despotic, it can- 
not last, it she become liberal, it can, bo 
only a blessing —Forum.

i Provided For—There Will 


Be a I'ald Chief of Staff—A Building 
to Be Erected Solely For the Sod- 
ety'n li»e». 


Persons prominent in the Nationa1 


Bed Cross society are considering a phr 
for reorganization which is intended 1 
greatly increase the scope of the soci< 
ty'a work. To George C. Boldt of tl, 
Waldorf-Astoria-hotel, who was electe. 
treasurer lust spring upon the resignu 
tion of former Mayor Schieren of Brook 
lyn, belongs the credit for preparing the 
plan. 


It was because of Mr. Boldt's well 


known capacity for organization ani 
his familiarity with business affair 
that he was nrged to formulate a pla: 
to be submitted to fellow members of ; 
committee appointed abont one monti 
ago. The other members of the commit 
tee are John J. Edscn, president of th> 
Washington Loan and Trnst company 
of Washington, and Edwin Hay, a law 
yer of that city. 


Mr. Boldt visited Washington re 


cently for the purpose of conferrin- 
with Miss Clara Barton and wit! 
Messrs. Edscn and Hay. He placed Ih 
plan he bad devised before them am 
then returned to New York. They ar 
now considering it and will shortl. 
communicate their views to him. Thei 
the matter will be in the form of a re 
port to the executive committee, whici 
will in turn bring it before the board o 
directors. 


It has been said in certain quarter 


that tbe propoeed reorganization of th> 
national society is because of the fact 
that there has been some adverse criti 
cism of the manner in which the won 
has been carried on. This, it ia said ii 
reply, has to a great estent been due to 
subordinates, who, not being directly 
under the eye of Miss Barton at ai1 
times, have taken advantage of the facr 
and have at times managed affairs ii 
such a way as to create criticism. Tbii- 
refers to the administration of the so 
ciety's affairs at different points in tlu 
United States during the war with 
Spain as well as at various places in 
Cuba. For this reason persons promi- 
nently identified with the work of tin 
society became convinced that if it: 
good name and usefulness were not tc 
be impaired some plan of reorganiza- 
tion would have to be adopted. 


When I spoke to Mr. Boldt the other 


day about the proposed plan of reorgan 
ization, he-expressed a disinclination t 
discuss the subject at length. He dc 
clared that tb.3 entire matter is at pres 
ent in an incomplete state, but he con- 
sented finally to give me an outline of 
the plan. Primarily, he said, it is in 
tended to establish permanent head 


, quarters of the National Bed CJrof>6 so 


ciety in Washington. The proposed plai 
contemplates the erection of a building 
at Washington, to be devofpd solely t; 
the uses of the society. The chief offi- 
cers of the society are to consist of a 
president, vice president and a chief 01 
staff. The "duties of tbe latter officin 
will be that of a general manager, whf 
will exercise a general control of th. 
work of tbe society throughout tlu 
country, subject to the authority o< 
Miss Barton as president and the boari 
of directors. 


The proposed plan does not contem 


plate extending the work of reorganiza 
tion at present to Cuba, Hawaii or tin 
Philippine Islands. In the United State 
the country will be divided into depart 
ments. which geographically will coi1 
respond to the military departments r» 
they now exist. Each department wi^ 
be administered by a chief, who wil 
have control of the territory under hi 
charge and who will in turn be respon 
sible to the executive committee of th 
board of directors. It will be the dnt;1 
of each chief to so organize his depart 
ment that local Red Cross societies wil 
be established in the cities and town 
within his jurisdiction. These societies 
will be responsible to him. 


There are now in tbe United State1 


eijjht military departmuts. Mr. Boldl 
plan contemplates that the chief of • v 
of the society's departments anJi u: 
other person from the same departmei. 
shall be members of the national exou. 
utive committee. This wonld give I 
1 


members of the committee, or. if i 
should be decided to incrraou the nrnii 
her of departments, the number of deli 
agtes would be correspondingly in 
creased. 


Mr. Boldt said that tho plan which 


be has prepared does not contemplat 
tbat any person connected with the su 
ciety shall receive pay for his service 
except the chief of staff at Washingtoi 
and the clerical and similar labor wbicL 
it will be absolutely necessary to em- 
ploy. Mr. Boldt explained that he be- 
lieves tbe chief of staff should receive a 
salary, because it will therefore be pos 
sible to hold him to a more thorong' 
performance of his duties than wonL 
be the case if that official gave his serv 
ices without remuneration. 


"Of course Miss Barton will be th 


president of the national society atn 
will remain so as long as she desires I. 
retain the place. It is hers by rigbi 
and no one can take it from her," I 
said. He declared that he bad no poi 
son in view for the position of chief 
<. 


staff, but repeated that whoever ma 
be chosen will be a business man who-- 
standing and ability will be above quei 
tion. 


In reply to the observation that tl 


reorganization might be attributed t 
criticism which was extended to the sc 
ciety at times for the manner in whicl 
its work has been carried out, particn 
larly during the war with Spain, Mt 
Boldt denied that such is the case.— 
Cor. New York Herald.

In«t»n«e« Showing That th* Agricul- 


tural Department la Up With tbe 
Tlniei—AgeiiU Sent to Afghanistan 
and Smyrna—Burial Place For Vol- 
unteer* n.t Arlington. 


Senator Cullom recently sat on the 


comfortable leather sofa in the office of 
Comptroller Dawes at the treasury de- 
partment and talked of Joseph Medill, 
says the St. Louis Globe-Democrat cor- 
respondent. 
The reminiscences wero 


most kindly, and yet there was a time 
when tbe senator read all manner of 
"shots" at him en the editorial page of 
the Chicago Tribune. That time, too, 
was in a campaign when such shots 
were supposed to count. Mr. Medill 
held to the good old fashioned doctrine 
that an infnsion of the personal in 
journalism seasoned the editorial page. 
The senator understood this and treas- 
ured no grievance. Ona day at the close 
of the campaign, during which The 
Tribune had conducted continuous hos- 
tilities toward him, he was in Chicago 
and, meeting a Tribune man, Jnquircd 
how his old friend Medill was. Before 
he knew what was going on the senator 
found that smart young mau had in- 
formed Mr. M?dill he wanted Ao see 
him and that Mr. Medill had telephoned. 
back that he was at The Tribune office. 


"Of course," said tbe senator, "I 


went up there, although I had had no 
such intention when the conversation 
Started. As I went in Mr. Medill greeted 
me very cordially. He evidently wasn't 
entertaining anything personal against 
me. So I asked: 
" 'Look here, Medill! Why in thun- 


der have you been roasting me all 
through this campaign ?' 


"Medill smiled and said: 
" 'Cullom, sit down and let me tell 


yon a story. John A. Logan asked me 
a question very much like -that at the 
close of a campaign some years ago. He 
didn't like what The Tribune had been 
saying about him. One day I heard a 
knock at the door. I said, "Come in." 
Tbe door opened, and there was John, 
with his eyes flashing, his hair thrown 
back and a look on his face a little 
fiercer than usual. "Come in, "I said 
again. "DoI come in a friend or foe?" 
eaid Logan. "I pass, senator. You make 
It," I said. Logan came in and sat 
down, and we had a pleasant visit.' Of 
course," said Senator Cullom, "I 'fol- 
lowed suit' when Medill had told hia 
etory on Logan. I found him very 
genial. 
It was evident at once he 


hadn't anything against me." 


One of the most beautiful sites in the 


Arlington National cemetery has been 
selected as the spot for the last resting 
place of tbe dead soldiers who lost their 
lives in the Cuban ami Porto liican 
campaigns and whoso bodies are not 
claimed by relatives, say the Chicago 
Tribune. Colonels Moore and True of 
the quartermaster's department were 
designated by Secretary A Iyer to select 
tbe place. It is on high giound, over- 
looking the Potomac river, on the south 
side of the mansion which was at one 
time the home cf Robert E Lee. Secre- 
tary Alger has approved the selection 
made by these two officeic, and as soon 
as the transports bring the bodies to 
Washington thoy will Lo buried with 
milit vy honors. A handsome monu- 
ment will bo erected to mark the last 
resting place of the heroes who died in 
the service of their country. Colonel 
Moore said recently: 


"If tho parcntn mid relatives knew 


what good care would be taken of these 
graves, they would not ask to have the 
bodies sent home to be buried in many 
instance? in the small cities, only to be 
disturbed by thi* march of progress. If 
these bodies are buried at Arlington, 
the graves will he taken care of as long 
as the government stands, and on ejifh 
Memor;vl day the people will decorate 
their graves." 


"It ia true, "said Secretary Wilson 


of the department of agriculture recent- 
ly to a representative of the St Louis 
Globe-Demoor;;t. '-that we are divert- 
ing a part of tho money for i*ie distri- 
bution of sfifds. 
We arc doing much 


more than Mnnly distributing common 
seeds. This trreat cuauiry has within 
its confines almost every I'oiulition of 
climate and soil. Our oh.ii .•• is to ascer- 
tain what particular parts t t" ib« United 
States will grow certain grains, fruits 
and vegetables. We find, for instance, 
thai the fine.=t muskmelons sold in the 
eastern markets come from the dry 
valleys of Colorado. There is, however, 
in the valleys of Afganistan a musk- 
melon greatly superior even to those 
raised in the west. So to Afghanistan 
we sent our agent, who returned us a 
quantity of seeds of this mnskmrlon, 
which often grows to a weight of from 
20 to 30 pounds, and these seeds we are' 
lending to the west this year. 


"The Californians," continued the 


secretary, "complained that their fig 
trees resembled those in the Scripture 
which bore no figs. Our scientists made 
a careful examination and decided it 
was because the pollen was not re:>ch- 
ing the female flower. This was demon- 
strated by means of artificial fertiliza- 
tion, tbe pollen being blown into the 
flowers by a blow pipe, and flowers so 
treated produced excellent fruit. Au 
agent was sent to Smyrna to see how 
trees were fertilized, and he found a 
peculiar bew which lived among the iig 
trees and carried the pollen fiower to 
flower. Tho people of Smyrna did not 
want to let any of these bees go out of 
the country, but our agent brought 
some away in twigs. 
Unfortunately 


they were dead before they reached us, 
and more will have to be obtained." 


MORE THAN ONE MAN HAS SPURNED 


ROYAL HONORS. 


Some of Tb«*a Who H»r« Declined to 


Wear • Monarch'* Crown—The Golden 
Wreath That Wan Offered to and Be- 


' fused by Beaeonifleld. 
t 


It ia no menn distinction to have re* 


fused a crown. There ia probably not 
oiie man in a million who would decline 
a kingdom if it were offered him, in 
(spite of the restless nights and fearfnl 
days that are commonly supposed to ba 
the lot of a king. Even Cromwell is 
said to have refused the orown of Eng- 
land more from fear of others than from 
any other motive. 


liut there have been many men since 


Cromwell who have refused to wear a 
monarch's crown. 
Thirty-five years 


ago, when the throne of Greece was va- 
cant,' more than .one great English 
statesman might have ruled over the 
destinies of that classic country, but the 
difficulties in the way were formidable. 
Mr. Gladstone's name was freely men- 
tioned in connection with the crown of 
Greece, though, as Mr. Gladstone was 
a member of the government at the 
time, the proposal never took definite 
shape. 


The late Lord Derby, however, who 


had strong sympathies with Greece, was 
offered the crown and refused it, throw- 
ing away £50,000 a year and a king- 
dom. 
It was not the first time a man 


had declined to sit on the throne of 
Greece, Prince Leopold, the father of 
the present king of the Belgians, hav- 
ing refused the crown when Greece was 
declared a kingdom iu 1830. Prince 
Leopold's reason for refusing the crown 
was that the proposed boundaries of 
the country were insufficient, the ex- 
clusion of Crete especially influencing 
his decision. 


One of Queen Victoria's sons, the 


Duke of Edinburgh, has also been offer- 
ed the Grecian crown. He was appealed 
to in the sixties at the time Lord Derby 
declined the crown, but was compelled 
to refuge the offer owing to the attitude 
of the powers, who strongly declared 
their opposition to Prince Alfred being 
crowned king of Greece. The throne 
was then offered to the present king, on 
whose behalf it was accepted by his fa- 
ther, the king of Denmark. 


The crown of Austria-Hungary waa 


refused in the middle of the century by 
the Arcbdnke Franz Karl, the father of 
the present emperor. King Ferdinand I 
abdicated in December, 1843, the throne 
then descending in the ordinary course 
to Arcbdnke Franz Karl. The arch- 
duke, however, declined the crown, 
which he handed over to his son, who 
still wears it. 


Another crown which has been more 


than once refused is the crown of Rou- 
mania. When Boumania was declared 
a kingdom, it was settled that the 
throne should descend to Prince Leo- 
pold, the eldest brother of the then 
reigning king. The prince, however, 
voluntarily yielded his rights to the 
crown in favor of his son, Prince Wil • 
helm, the renunciation being registered 
in the senate in October, 1880. Prince 
Wilhelm remained heir apparent for 
eight years, but toward the end of 1888 
he formally refused to accept the crown 
and his brother became heir apparent, 
being now Prince of Eouinania. The 
prince has since married Princess Marie, 
a granddaughter of Queen Victoria. 


Not many years ago a nephew of the 


great Napoleon died in exile, after re- 
fusing a crown. Prince Napoleon, nick- 
named "Plon-Plon," son of a brother of 
Napolaon Bonaparte, was invited to sit 
on the throne of Bournania as the first 
king of that country, but he declined 
the offer, believing at the time that he 
might ascend the throne of France. So 
tbe ird in the hand flew away and the 
bird in the bush was never caught. The 
man who had hoped to be crowned king 
of France died out of that country in 
solitary exile. He had sacrificed one 
crown in the hope of receiving another 
and lost both. 


Early in the present centnry Ferdi- 


nand VII renounced the crown of Spain 
in favor of his father, who again refused 
it in favor of Napoleon. The great con- 
queror had to face a nation in arms, 
however, and never took the throne. 


The story of Lord Beaconsfield'sgold- 


en crown provides ns with another in- 
stance, though there was no throne with 
this strange crown. The man in whose 
brain the idea of crowning Lord Bea- 
consfield originated is now dead, but as 
long as he lived he never recovered from 
the blow of Lord Beaconsfield's refusal 
of his tribute. Tracy Turnerelli receiv- 
ed subscriptions from €0,000 people to- 
ward his gold laurel wreath, but ia 
June, 1879, when he formally offered 
the crown to his idol, it was refused.— 
Philadelphia Times.

.it the Broadway has been named "The 
Musketeers." 
The former title would 


seem to indicate that everything is sub- 
ordinated to the principal role, while 
'n the latter the name would imply that 
D'Artagnan is merely one of the jolly 
band, of four roisterers. 
The facts, 


however, are exactly the reverse. In 
"The King's Musketeer" Sothern, as 
D'Artagnan, Is never unduly promi- 
nent, and when he is on the stage with 
the daredevil trio, whosa friend and 
compatriot he has become, he is indis- 
tinguishable from the others as regards 
his position on the stage. In. other 
words, Mr. Sothern never unduly ob- 
trudes his personality upon' the picture, 
whereas in the production at the Broad- 
vay there is never a moment while Mr. 
O'Neill is on the stage that the auditor 
is allowed to lose sight of the fact that 
D'Artagnan is, in the opinion of the 
rpanagement at least, the thing of 
things. If this were simply a matter of 
good or bad taste, it would perhaps be 
outside of the province of criticism, but 
when it seriously mars the effect of an 
r-ntire production the case is different. 
Neither the character of D'Artagnan 
nor Mr. O'Neill's interpretation of it 
warrants the undue and almost offen- 
sive prominence given to this part, in 
the face of the fact that the lines al- 
lotted to the character are not strong 
and that the best speeches in the piay 
for making "points" fall to Blanche 
Bates. Incidentally it may again be 
said that if any one happens to be la- 
boring1 under the impression that this 
young lady, -who a short time ago made 
Ada Rehan appear positively insipid in 
"The Great Ruby," does not take ad- 
vantage to the full of the dramatic op- 
portunities afforded her a single visit 
to the Broadway theater will speedily 
undeceive him.

When this 


young woman made her phenomenal 
hit as the female villain in "The Great 
Ruby" at Daly's theater some time ago, 
many persons were of the opinion that 
it was simply one of those remarkable 
flukes which cannot be accounted for. 
Mr. Daly possibly was of that opin- 
ion himself, for he had no hesitation in 
dispensing with her services at the first 
intimation that she desired to leave 
him. 
But Miss Bates is no accident, 


and if she lives and is given fair op- 
portunity she is as certain to become 
one of the greatest actresses on the 
American stage as anything1 can be in 
theatricals. 


A few years ago a play in which the 


Hebrew element was predominant was 
submitted to a number of prominent 
managers in this country, and with 
scarcely an exception they replied that 
it would be little less' than suicide to 
attempt the exploitation of such a dra- 
ma, no matter how great its strength.
